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PURPOSE: To prevent the grounding length of a tread from increasing which may cause 
reduction of a friction resistance in case back grooves are provided by providing a 
protrusion protruded to the back part side at the groove bottom of each back 
groove, and ending the forward end of the protrusion at a position where it is not 
protruded from the back groove. 

CONSTITUTION: A precure tread 1 consists of a vulcanized rubber member, and it is 
vulcanized and attached through a sheet of unvulcanized cushion rubber 3 to a crown 
part of a base tire 2 obtained by performing a baff work to a tread of a used tire 
to be integrated with the base tire 2. The precure tread 1 has three surface 
grooves (5^ in a grounding surface part 4 positioned on the tread* surface side of a 
tire. Two back groove f?) are formed between the surface grooves 5 at a back surface 
part 7 positioned on the base tire side of the precure tread 1. In this case, a 
protrusion 8 is protruded from the bottom groove of the back groove 6 . The 
protrusion 8 is set to be of such a size as to get in contact with both of the base 
l:ire 2 and groove walls 9 of the back groove 6 when a normal load is applied.

BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

In a precure tread for tyre which has surface grooves in the ground-contact portion 
and back-face grooves in the back-face portion, the bottom of the back-face groove 
is located at the position above the bottom of the surface groove . Protrusions are 
formed downwards on the bottom of the back-face groove, and their ends terminate at 
the position not protruded below the back-face groove. 

Specifically, the back-face groove is interlinked with the atmosphere on the tread 
surface side through vent holes. The precure tread is attached to the crown portion 
of a base tyre by cushion rubber.
